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HIGHLIGHTS 


Total of 20,160 acres treated for GRASSHOPPERS in Iron and Garfield Counties, 
Utah, and threat continues in Illinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota and North Dakota. 
(pp. 817-818). Second=brood EUROPEAN CORN BORER active in Missouri, Illinois, 
Iowa, New York, Delaware and Maryland. Leaf feeding ranges 0-100 percent in 
Wisconsin. (p. 818). ARMYWORM continues to cause some damage in Wisconsin and 
scattered, but heavy, infestations reported from many areas of Minnesota. Infes-— 
tations also reported in areas of South Dakota, Nebraska, North Dakota and 
Illinois. (pp. 818-819). FALL ARMYWORM damaging corn and present in alfalfa in 
Kansas, and CORN EARWORM larvae present in corn in Wisconsin and New York. CORN 
ROOTWORMS, primarily WESTERN CORN ROOTWORM, ranged up to 100 adults per plant 
in north central Kansas; controls being applied. (p. 819). BROWN WHEAT MITE 
severe on 1,000 acres of barley in Modoc County, California, and CORN LEAF 
APHID increasing on corn and small grains in several states. (p. 820). 


SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID heavy in areas of Nevada and Oklahoma, and PEA APHID 
continues heavy on alfalfa in parts of Oregon, Idaho, Wyoming and Colorado. 
CLOVER APHID abundant on some clover fields in Willamette Valley of Oregon, 
and THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER increasing on alfalfa in Arizona. LYGUS 
BUGS continue heavy on alfalfa in sections of Nevada and Utah and very high 
statewide in Arizona. TARNISHED PLANT BUG medium to heavy on alfalfa in 
southeast Oklahoma and building up in New Castle County, Delaware. (p. 821). 
POTATO LEAFHOPPER damaging to alfalfa in Minnesota, Wisconsin and Maryland. 
LESSER CORNSTALK BORER and CUTWORMS causing extremely heavy losses to peanuts 
in 4 Alabama counties, and GRANULATE CUTWORM and RED-NECKED PEANUTWORM light 
to moderate on peanuts in southern Georgia. (p. 822). Outbreak of a FLANNEL 
MOTH (Megalopyge laceyi) underway on several hundred thousand acres of range- 
land in McCulloch, Minard, Kimble, Edwards, Kerr and Gillespie Counties, Texas. 
=(p; 823). 


' ORCHARD MITES continue major problem of orchards in several states. (p. 823). 
HICKORY SHUCKWORM causing extensive drop of pecans in central Oklahoma, and 
MEDITERRANEAN FRUIT FLY extended range into Broward County, Florida. (p. 824). 
TEXAS CITRUS MITE,PURPLE SCALE, BLACK SCALE, GLOVER SCALE and CHAFF SCALE above 
normal in Florida citrus, but all expected to decrease. WESTERN GRAPE LEAF 
_SKELETONIZER surveys in Kerman area of California negative. (p. 825). 


TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE increasing in hop yards in Oregon, with controls 
necessary in some districts; and STRIPED FLEA BEETLE causing some damage to 
Sugar beets and beans in Park and Big Horn Counties, Wyoming. (p. 826). 


BOLL WEEVIL continues to increase generally; migration reported in Alabama and 
Texas. (pp. 829-830). BOLLWORMS heavy in Texas and increasing in some other 
states. LYGUS BUGS high in cotton in Arizona and economic in parts of Nye 
County, Nevada, and Kern County, California. (p. 830). SPIDER MITES increasing 
on cotton in several states from South Carolina to Oklahoma, and present in 
“Shafter area of Kern County, California. (p. 831). 


BARK BEETLES continue economic in eastern Texas and SOUTHERN PINE BEETLE 
extremely prevalent in North Carolina. (p. 832). FALL WEBWORM continues 
damaging in Texas and Oklahoma; populations appear heavier in portions of 
Marquette, Waushara, Portage and Waupaca Counties, Wisconsin; and tents 
conspicuous in Buckingham, Appomattox, Amherst, Nelson and Campbell Counties, 
Virginia. WALNUT CATERPILLAR abundant on black walnut in Illinois, with

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damage ranging up to almost complete defoliation. (p. 833). BAGWORM damage common 
in central and eastern Illinois; causing concern in southern Maryland and severe 
in many areas of Oklahoma. (pp. 834-835). 


MOSQUITOES continue major pests of man and animals in Several states; abundance 
is greatest recorded in North Dakota. (p. 836). FACE FLY continues to increase 
in several states. (pp. 836-837) .

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WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING JULY 23 


The week's temperatures were mostly below seasonal, as Successive plunges of 
Canadian and Pacific air masses moved over the Nation. Above normal temperature 
averages were restricted to areas west and south of North Carolina, and, except 
for west-central Texas, were recorded up into Kansas, but not west of the Great 
Plains to any significance. Even though daily maxima exceeded 90° over much of 
the interior Far West during the last half of the period, averages were below 
normal by as much as 10° in Washington, and Redmond, Oregon, had an 18° low 
early in the week. Omak, Washington, had a 94° high on Sunday and 100° temper- 
atures were recorded in Idaho and Oregon. Much of Montana had averages less 
than 6° below normal. From the Great Plains to New England, averages generally 
ranged up to 5° below normal, but a large area centered around western Lake 
Superior had temperature deficiencies averaging 8° below seasonal. 


Squall lines moving eastward from the northern and central Great Plains were 
responsible for touching off numerous thunderstorms, some locally severe and 
damaging. The heaviest rainfall areas were in the upper Mississippi Valley and 
central Plains. Amounts were generally over 1.00 inch, with some large areas 
of Kansas, Iowa and Minnesota exceeding 2.00 inches. Locally heavier amounts 
were observed, such as Clarinda, Iowa, where 5.05 inches fell on the 21st, 
causing localized flooding. General 1.00-inch amounts were reported from the 
areas of eastern Texas, southern Georgia, northern Florida, and the middle 
Atlantic coastal areas. Rainfall was light to moderate over the remainder of 
the region east of the Rockies, but not adequate in the drought areas of 
Pennsylvania, New York and New England. (Weather continued on page 831) 
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CEREAL AND FORAGE INSECTS 


GRASSHOPPERS - OREGON - Heavy infestations on approximately 1,000 acres of 
Conservation Reserve land in Grande Ronde Valley, Union County; Melanoplus 
bivittatus dominant, with M. sanguinipes second. Controls necessary to pre- 
vent damage to grain fields from migrating grasshoppers. Development ranges 
from early instar nymphs to gravid females. (Every). NEVADA - Camnula pellucida 
averaged 12-20 per square yard in native hay fields along Quinn River, Humboldt 
County. (Parker). Heavy concentrations of same species in alfalfa-oat fields and 
in rangeland in Paradise Valley, Humboldt County. (Hampton). UTAH - Total of 
20,160 acres of crop, range and pasture land in Iron-Garfield County area 
treated for grasshoppers. This includes 9,000 acres in Summit area, 4,500 
acres on Cedar Mountains, in large area near Cedar Breaks, in Iron County; 

and 1,000 acres on Asay Bench, 1,280 acres in Horse Valley, and 300 acres in 
Little Valley of Garfield County. Much control underway elsewhere; 14,160 
acres cooperatively treated. (Thornley, Knowlton). WYOMING - Adults and 
nymphs of M. bivittatus averaged 25 per square yard in alfalfa and 20 per 
Square yard in small grains south and west of Basin, Big Horn County; adults 
averaged 15 per square yard in 3 corn fields in same area. (Fullerton). 

TEXAS -— Several species continue to damage sorghum, grass and other forage 
crops in widely dispersed areas of State. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). OKLAHOMA - 
Rangeland collections in Canadian, Cleveland, Grady, McLain and Oklahoma 
Counties show high percentage of second and third instars present. Dominant 


species Mermira maculipennis, Ageneotettix deorum, Melanoplus occidentalis and 
Amphitornus coloradus (is per Square yard). Dominant crop species in margins 


of fields Melanoplus bivittatus, M. differentialis, M. packardii and Hespero- 
tettix speciosus (6-28 per Square yard). (Okla. Coop. Sur.). KANSAS - Grass- 
hoppers, primarily Melanoplus femurrubrum, ranged from less than 1 to occasional 
highs of 10 per square yard in field margins in eastern range areas. Development 
Mainly fourth instar. (Peters). NEBRASKA - Nymphs of M. bivittatus and M.femur- 
rubrum ranged 8-12 per square yard in Knox and Keya Paha Counties on alfalfa. 
(Bergman). Counts on rangeland in Dawes County ranged 25-30 per square yard, 

with few areas containing 60 per square yard. Dominant species Aulocara elliotti, 


Ageneotettix deorum, Amphitornus coloradus, Melanoplus Sanguinipes, Phlibostroma 


_ guadrimaculatum and Trachyrhachys kiowa; 90 percent adults, with some egg deposi- 
tion present and many females heavily gravid. Bacterial disease and fungus 
present, but light. (Bell).

SOUTH DAKOTA - Grasshoppers averaged 12 per square yard in crop areas and small 
areas of rangeland in northern Haakon County. Causing marginal damage to oat and 
flax fields. (Burge). NORTH DAKOTA - Status of grasshoppers unchanged from 
previous week; some controls continue in northwest and western counties. (N. D. 
Ins. Sur.). MINNESOTA - Margin damage to small grains in Kittson and western 
Marshall Counties by grasshoppers considerable. Some fields of late-seeded 
grain completely eaten off; about 50 percent of grasshoppers adults, with 
remainder in fourth and fifth instars. Controls to roadsides and field margins 
underway. Some farmers striptreating fields. In west central counties, espe- 
cially in Chippewa, counts of 24-40 second and third instar M. femurrubrum per 
Square yard found along roadsides and in alfalfa. Same situation in Anoka and 
Washington Counties, east central area; however, counts higher, ranging 30-100 
per square yard. Moderate to heavy marginal feeding in soybeans in Watonwan 
County; M. femurrubrum dominant species, with some large M. differentialis 


' present. Controls at field margins and roadsides urged before movement occurs. 
' (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). WISCONSIN - Grasshoppers, principally M. femurrubrum, ranged 
up to 45 per square yard in Washburn, Jackson and Pepin Counties; 25 per square 
| yard in Burnett, Eau Claire and Dunn Counties; and 15 per square yard highest 

- found in Buffalo County. Few fields had 15 per square yard in Columbia and 


Dane Counties, 20 per square yard in alfalfa in Marquette County, and 30 per 
Square yard in Portage and Winnebago Counties. Generally insignificant in 


St. Croix, Barron, Sheboygan, Ozaukee, much of Iowa, Fond du Lac and Dodge 


Counties. First and second instars predominate;few reached fourth instar in 
Many areas. Some migration occurring from soil bank land in Waushara County 
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and becoming a serious problem in north central Oconto County. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 
IOWA - Grasshoppers averaged 100 per square yard in Southwest Hardin County and 
ranged 25-50 per square yard in Ringgold County. (lowa Ins. Inf., Goode, Chicken; 
July 16). MISSOURI - Grasshopper situation remains similar to previous week. 
Counts of Melanoplus spp. in pastures and legumes in south central area ranged 
2-18 and averaged 8-11 per square yard. Counts in northeast ranged 5-35 and 
averaged 14-20 per square yard. Development approximately 20-30 percent adults. 
(Munson, Thomas, Wood). ILLINOIS - Melanoplus spp. remains abundant in clover 
and alfalfa; adults becoming quite common in southern half of State and few 
appearing in northern half. (111. Ins. Rpt.). 


MORMON CRICKET (Anabrus simplex) - NEBRASKA - Present in small numbers in soli- 
tary phase in Dawes County. (Bell). 


A CRICKET (Gryllus sp.) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy populations in barley-growing areas. 
Nymphs and adults in soil in San Joaquin area, Fresno County. Adults may become 
a nuisance problem in citrus later in season. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Ostrinia nubilalis) - SOUTH DAKOTA - Average percent infes- 
tation and number of borers per plant by county as follows: Kingsbury — 62 and 
4 first to third instars on 45-inch corn; Beadle - 50.6 and 8 first to fourth 
instars on 50-inch corn; Faulk - 26 and 3.1 first to third instars on 53-inch 
corn; Spink — 24 and 3.75 first to second instars on 53.5=—inch corn, Deuel - 
14.5 and 2.8 first instars on 48-inch corn. (Hintz). NORTH DAKOTA - First 
instars and adults observed in Sargent and Cass Counties. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 
MINNESOTA — Infestations vary greatly; tall corn infested up to 100 percent. 
Larval development by district as follows: Southeast -— 6 percent first instar, 
17 percent second, 56 percent third, 19 percent fourth and 2 percent fifth; 
south central - 18 percent second instar, 59 percent third, 18 percent fourth 
and 5 percent fifth; central — 8 percent first instar, 50 percent second, 25 
percent third and 17 percent fourth; west central - 81 percent first instar, 

13 percent second and 6 percent third. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). WISCONSIN - Leaf 
feeding ranges from 0-100 percent; fifth instars common in more advanced sec- 
tions and pupation begun in Columbia County. First instars common stage in 
Waupaca and Winnebago Counties, with egg laying observed. First brood appears 
heavier than in 1961. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). IOWA - Second-brood activity beginning. 
(Iowa Ins. Inf., July 16). MISSOURI - Adults observed in corn fields in central 
area; very few egg masses found. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). ILLINOIS - In more 
advanced corn in Iroquois County, eastern area, development 6 percent fourth 
instar, 40 percent fifth instar, 52 percent pupa and 2 percent empty cases. 
(I1l1. Ins. Rpt.). MARYLAND - Field corn on lower Eastern Shore 14 percent 
infested; 8 of 10 fields infested, Pupation well underway and moth emergence 
started. In Frederick County, 6 of 9 fields infested, averaged 17 percent; few 
pupae present. Egg laying increased on sweet corn in Queen Annes County; up 

to 13 per 25 plants. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). DELAWARE - Few egg masses and first 
instars present on corn in central New Castle County. No eggs found on corn in 
western Kent County or other areas of New Castle County. (Burbutis). RHODE 
ISLAND - Continues to show evidence of being heavy this year in Providence 
County. (King). Common in corn in field in Kingston area, Washington County. 
(Mathewson). NEW YORK - First second-brood adult emerged July 13 in Hudson 
Valley. (Ne Yo Wkly Rpt.) . 


SOUTHWESTERN CORN BORER (Zeadiatraea grandiosella) - KANSAS - First generation 
pupating in Edwards County, south central. Pupation noted in both early and 
late-planted field corn. (DePew, July 13). 


SOUTHERN CORNSTALK BORER (Diatraea crambidoides) - MARYLAND - Few cornstalks 
infested in Worcester County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


ARMYWORM (Pseudaletia unipuncta) - ILLINOIS - Small numbers of larvae observed 
feeding in corn and grass in grassy cornfield in Iroquois County, eastern area, 
and damaged 2 oat fields in De Kalb County, northern area. (Ill. Ins. Rpt.). 
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WISCONSIN - Populations not expected to increase; parasitism of larvae about 20 
percent and cool nights retarded feeding activity. High populations in certain 
maturing oat fields present a threatening potential to neighboring crops. Some 
feeding of sweet corn tassels reported in Dodge County, but generally infesta- 
tion in corn inSignificant. Larval counts per square foot in lodged portions of 
oat fields averaged 2.5 in Dane County, 1.6 in Iowa County, 2.1 in Fond du Lac 
County, 1.7 in Dodge County and 1.7 in Columbia County. In northwestern Dodge 
County, 500-600 acres of oats treated; counts as high as 6 per square foot. 
Larvae ranged 0-3 per square foot in Chippewa County. Some corn needs treatment 
in Marathon County and some corn infested in Chippewa County. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 
MINNESOTA — Scattered, but heavy infestations reported from many areas. Heaviest 
infestations reported in Renville County, with about 700-1,000 acres treated. 
Potential for damage appears confined mainly to lodged grain and margins of grain 
fields next to heavy grass margins. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). NORTH DAKOTA — Larvae 
observed in wheat and barley in McIntosh, Barnes, Dickey and Morton Counties; 
1-2 per square foot. Development half to full grown, mostly half grown. (N. D. 
Ins. Sur.). SOUTH DAKOTA - Averaged 1-2 per linear foot of row in standing 
wheat and about 4 per linear foot in lodged grain in Martin area of Bennett 
County; about half of specimens full grown. (Goodfellow, July 12). Averaged 

1-2 per linear foot of row of standing wheat and 4-6 per linear foot in lodged 
grain in Aberdeen area of Brown County. (Goodfellow, July 15). NEBRASKA - 
Larvae causing moderate damage to some oat fields in Knox County. (Bergman) 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laph a frugiperda) - COLORADO - Causing considerable damage to 
corn in Yuma County. La Quey). KANSAS - Infested 7.5 percent of month-old corn 
plants examined in Riley County. (Sifuentes). Reported causing “ragging" to 
waist-high corn in Osage and Miami Counties, east central. (Gates). Counts in 
alfalfa in northeast and east central areas ranged 0-40 per 100 sweeps. Larvae 
small and damage to alfalfa not evident. (Peters). MISSOURI - Light in late- 
planted corn in south central area; slightly less than 2 percent of plants 
damaged in infested fields. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis zea) - NEVADA —- Heavy on sweet corn in Pahrump Valley, 
Nye County. (Bechtel, Parker, Slater). NEW MEXICO - Heavy and damaging grain 
sorghum in Quay County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). TEXAS - Moderate to heavy popula- 
tions observed in heads of grain sorghum in Scurry, Dickens, Childress, Haskell, 
Knox and Midland Counties. (Thomas). OKLAHOMA - Light and scattered on alfalfa 
in Muskogee and Comanche Counties. Corn ears 85 percent infested in Sequoyah 
County. Very light on soybeans in Webbers Falls area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 
WISCONSIN - Unusually high populations of nearly full-grown larvae in field of 
sweet corn near Arlington, Columbia County. Larvae entering soil for pupation 
on July 18. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). NEW YORK - Small larvae present in ears of sweet 
corn in Hudson Valley; above average infestation levels predicted. (N. Y. Wkly. 
Rpt., July 16). NORTH CAROLINA - Second to fifth-stage larvae infesting over 
90 percent of ear tips of field corn checked in Wayne and Johnston Counties. 
(Mount). ALABAMA - Heavy on ears of field corn in Mobile County; Carpophilus 
dimidatus and Cathartus quadricollis associated with infestations. (Seibels, 
July 13). 


WEBWORMS - NORTH CAROLINA —Acrolophus sp. reported damaging a lawn in Gaston 
County. (Rabb, Mount). MARYLAND - Crambus sp. heavy in bluegrass lawn in 
Cumberland. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). NEW JERSEY - Unspecified species heavy on 
turf in several areas of State. (Ins.-Dis.-Weed Newsltr., July 17). 


CORN ROOTWORMS (Diabrotica spp.) - KANSAS - Counts on corn in north central area 
“ranged up to 100 adults per plant; principal species D. virgifera. Controls being 
applied in some cases. (Gates): NEBRASKA - Counts ranged 7-42 per corn plant in 
“north.and northeast areas; 80 percent of population pupae, with adult emergence 

increasing. (Bergman). SOUTH DAKOTA - Larvae 10-12 per plant in Davis area of 

Turner County, with several plants having up to 20 each. Larvae ranged from first 

Stage to full grown; pupae also found; few adults of D. virgifera appearing. 
Observations made in field treated with heptachlor and aldrin. (Ortman). IOWA - 

Adults of D. longicornis appeared in experimental cornfield in Audubon County 
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on July 11; 1 per silk. (Iowa. Ins. Inf., Peters). MISSOURI - Adults of 

D. longicornis and D. undecimpunctata howardi present throughout State; adults 

of D. virgifera collected in Atchison County, northwest area. (Munson, Thomas, 
Wood). ILLINOIS - D. undecimpunctata howardi causing stunting and "goose-necking" 
of corn in field in Ford County, eastern area. Approximately 50 percent now pupae. 
(Ill. Ins. Rpt.). MINNESOTA - Damage showing up in Houston County corn. (Minn. 
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CORN FLEA BEETLE (Chaetocnema pulicaria) - DELAWARE —- Very abundant and causing 
noticeable feeding injury to most corn in New Castle and Kent Counties. (Burbutis). 
MARYLAND - Small numbers on late sweet corn in Montgomery County and on Eastern 
Shore; no damage noted. (U. Md., Ent Dept.). MISSOURI - Light to moderate on 

corn in central area; ranged 1-11 and averaged 4 per plant. (Munson, Thomas, 

Wood). 


MARGINED BLISTER BEETLE (Epicauta pestifera) - ALABAMA —- Activity increased in 
pastures in Tallapoosa County; no persistent host recorded. (Buttram). 


CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - MARYLAND - Present in Frederick County. 
(U. Md., Ent. Dept.). WISCONSIN - Rapidly building up on field corn in scattered 
areas of State. High populations exist in single colonies, but percent of plants 
infested not unusually high. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). MINNESOTA - Nearly 100 percent of 
corn in southern area has colonies. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). NORTH DAKOTA —- Counts 
100-300 per plant on grain crops in Cass and Sargent Counties; 100-200 per linear 
foot on durum wheat in Traill County. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). OKLAHOMA - Only very 
light populations noted in Payne County area on grain sorghum. Light, scattered 
infestations on Johnson grass in east central and southeast areas. (Okla. Coop. 
Sur.). UTAH - Damaging several fields of spring barley in Delta-Sutherland area 
of Millard County. (Knowlton). IDAHO - Aphids, probably this species, approaching 
a population requiring controls in barley fields in Bonneville, Clark and Jeffer- 
son Counties, (Kohl, Jacobs, Durran). 


RICE STINK BUG (Oebalus pugnax pugnax) - ARKANSAS - Continues to increase in 
grassy rice fields. Fields checked weekly averaged 74 adults and 46 nymphs 
(38 percent nymphs) per 100 sweeps. Clean fields had none to very light 
populations. (Boyer). Averaged 31 per 100 sweeps in 10 grassy fields in 
Lonoke and Prairie Counties and 3 per 100 sweeps in clean fields. (Dinkins). 


CHINCH BUGS —- NEW JERSEY - Heavy on turf in several areas of State. (Ins.-Dis.- 
Weed Newsltr., July 17). ALABAMA —- Heavy in Mobile area. (Seibels). GEORGIA - 
Moderate infestations on St. Augustine grass lawns in Peach County. (Fletcher). 


A COREID BUG (Arhyssus scutatus) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy populations in grasslands 
in Stockton area, San Joaquin County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


A SPITTLEBUG (Prosapia bicincta) - ALABAMA - Heavy on numerous varieties of 
grasses in Mobile County. (Seibels). 


SORGHUM MIDGE (Contarinia sorghicola) - TEXAS - Larvae present in developing 
seeds of late maturing and "suckered'" heads of grain sorghum in Lubbock County. 
Earlier, more vigorous plantings will apparently escape appreciable damage.

WHEAT STEM MAGGOT (Meromyza americana) - NORTH DAKOTA - Light and scattered 
larval damage observed in McIntosh and Nelson Counties. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 


TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus telarius) - COLORADO - Appearing on lower 
leaves of corn in Mesa and Otero Counties. (Hantsbarger, Bulla). NEW JERSEY - 
Field of sweet corn badly damaged. (Ins.-Dis.-Weed Newsltr., July 17). 


BROWN WHEAT MITE (Petrobia latens) - CALIFORNIA - All stages heavy on barley and 
oats in Fort Bidwell area, Modoc County. Infestations severe in over 1,000 acres 
which will be treated very soon. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 
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A BERMUDA GRASS MITE (Aceria neocynodonis) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy populations on 
Bermuda grass in Porterville area, Tulare County. This mite slowly working 
northward within State. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID (Therioaphis maculata) - NEVADA - Heavy, in excess of 

40-60 per stem, in seed alfalfa in Pahrump Valley, Nye County. In hay fields 

in same area, counts varied 0-10 per sweep. Spotted infestations, up to 8-10 

per stem, in drier areas of fields in Lathrop Wells, Nye County. Only occasional 
specimens found in Fish Lake Valley, Esmeralda County. (Bechtel, Parker). None 
found in Orovada area, Humboldt County. (Hampton). CALIFORNIA - Light on alfalfa 
in Vina area, Tehama County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). NEW MEXICO - Light in alfalfa 
throughout State. Beneficial insects apparently keeping aphids in check. (N. M. 
Coop. Rpt.). OKLAHOMA - Generally light in eastern area, fewer than 100 per 10 
sweeps. Higher, 500-1,500 per 10 sweeps, in southwest and west central areas. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). KANSAS — Not found in alfalfa examined in northeastern and 
east central areas. Counts in Bourbon County, southeast, less than 10 per 100 
Sweeps. (Peters). NEBRASKA - One specimen collected in Knox County. Other 
counties surveyed along South Dakota from Dakota to Keya Paha County negative. 
(Bergman). 


PEA APHID (Macrosiphum pisi) - OREGON - Infestations in legumes in Willamette 
Valley heavier than observed in past 3 years. (Dickason). NEVADA - Averaged 25 
per sweep in several alfalfa seed fields in Orovada area, Humboldt County. 
(Hampton). Only occasional specimens found on alfalfa in Fish Lake Valley, 
Esmeralda County, and none found in Lathrop Wells and Pahrump Valley areas, 

Nye County. (Bechtel, Parker). WYOMING - Building up in some second-growth 
alfalfa in Park and Big Horn Counties; counts averaged 5,000-10,000 per 100 
sweeps, with some counts as high as 20,000. (Fullerton). IDAHO - Populations 
continue to increase greatly-in southern area alfalfa; counts ranged up to one 
cup per sweep. (Gibson, Waters). COLORADO - Continues high on Western Slope; 
counts 8,000-20,000 per 100 sweeps. (Bulla). SOUTH DAKOTA - Low compared with 
counts at same time in 1961. Ranged 4-100 per 10 sweeps on alfalfa in central 
area. (Hintz). OKLAHOMA - Light, scattered populations in alfalfa in east 
central, southeast and southwest areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). MARYLAND - Generally 
light, but stunting growth in field in Frederick County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
DELAWARE - Counts 100-300 per sweep on several alfalfa fields in northern New 
Castle County; feeding injury very noticeable. (Burbutis). RHODE ISLAND - Common 
in alfalfa in Kingston area, Washington County. (Mathewson). 


CLOVER APHID (Anuraphis bakeri) - OREGON - Abundant in some clover fields in 
Willamette Valley. Controls applied on few fields. (Every). 


THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - ARIZONA =- Increasing in 
alfalfa statewide; adult counts of 200-400 per 100 sweeps common most areas. 
(Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - NEVADA - Adults averaged 4-8 per sweep in most alfalfa 
seed fields in Orovada area, Humboldt County. Few fields had counts as high as 
16 adults and nymphs per sweep. (Hampton). Adults and nymphs averaged 35-40 per 
sweep, with counts as high as 68 per sweep, in alfalfa in Fish Lake Valley, 
Esmeralda County. Averaged 6-8 per sweep in alfalfa in Lathrop Wells area and 
8-20 per sweep in Pahrump Valley, Nye County. (Bechtel, Parker). ARIZONA - Counts 
very high in alfalfa statewide. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). UTAH - Very numerous in 
alfalfa at Oak Creek, Millard County; 80 percent adults. Numerous in Delta- 
Sutherland—-Oasis area on second-crop alfalfa; 70 percent L. elisus. (Knowlton). 
WYOMING - Adults averaged 80 per 100 sweeps and nymphs 50 per 100 sweeps on 
alfalfa in Park and Big Horn Counties. (Fullerton). 


TARNISHED PLANT BUG (Lygus lineolaris) - DELAWARE - Continues to build up on 
alfalfa in northern New Castle County; 8-10 adults and nymphs per sweep. 
(Burbutis). OKLAHOMA - Medium to heavy populations continue on alfalfa in 
southeast (20-50 per 10 sweeps), with lighter numbers in east central areas 
where counts considerably reduced from earlier surveys. (Okla. Coop. Sur’). 
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PLANT BUGS - KANSAS - Lygus lineolaris, Adelphocoris lineolatus and A. rapidus 
averaged 5 per sweep on alfalfa in eastern area. (Peters). WYOMING - A. lineo- 
latus adults averaged 40 per 100 sweeps in alfalfa in Park and Big Horn Counties. 


(Fullerton). 


POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - WISCONSIN - Variable in alfalfa; counts 
generally above 1 per sweep in most fields, with 7 per sweep in central area. 
Half-grown nymphs predominant. Counts in individual fields ranged 30-60 nymphs 
per sweep. Many fields showing pronounced yellowing in scattered areas of State; 
predominantly in lighter soils and on higher portions of individual fields. 
(Wis. Ins. Sur.). MINNESOTA - Counts increased considerably; ranged 150-600 per 
100 sweeps in central district and averaged 105 per 100 sweeps in southeast and 
south central districts. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). DELAWARE -— Building up on alfalfa 
in northern New Castle County; adults and nymphs 2-3 per sweep. (Burbutis). 
MARYLAND - Adults and nymphs 0-20 per sweep in central area and on Eastern 
Shore. Damage evident on field borders. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


SAY STINK BUG (Chlorochroa sayi) - NEVADA - Averaged 1-2 per sweep in maturing 
alfalfa hay fields in Lathrop Wells area and 1 per sweep in several fields in 
Pahrump Valley, Nye County. (Bechtel, Parker). 


STINK BUGS = OKLAHOMA - Light, scattered infestations on soybeans in east central 
area; light on alfalfa throughout Muskogee and Sequoyah Counties, east central 
area, and Choctaw County, southeast area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). ARKANSAS - Eggs 
hatching but few nymphs on soybeans; only 2 egg masses found. Adults continue 

to be found on about half of soybean fields checked; counts 1-4 per 30 feet of 
row. (Boyer, Dumas, Dinkins). 


ALFALFA LOOPER (Autographa californica) - IDAHO - Populations in Snake River 
plains decreasing. Some diseased specimens received from Nez Perce area, 
(Portman, Dailey). 


GREEN CLOVERWORM (Plathypena scabra) - DELAWARE - Larvae averaged 4-5 per 10 
sweeps in alfalfa in northern New Castle County. (Burbutis). MARYLAND - Very 
few larvae on alfalfa. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). ARKANSAS - Counts low in soybeans, 
but number of small larvae found in few fields. Possible development of a new 
generation to be watched. (Boyer, Dumas, Dinkins). OKLAHOMA —- Light, 2 per 10 
sweeps, on alfalfa in Choctaw County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


VARIEGATED CUTWORM (Peridroma saucia) - NEVADA - Heavy in alfalfa in Jiggs area, 
Elko County; larvae averaged several per crown and kept fields bare for 2 weeks 
after cutting. (Menke). 


GRANULATE CUTWORM (Feltia subterranea) - ALABAMA - Several hundred acres of newly 
planted soybeans completely destroyed in Mobile County. (Seibels). GEORGIA - Light 
to moderate defoliation of peanuts in southern area. (Johnson). 


LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignosellus) - ALABAMA - This species and 
undetermined cutworms causing extremely heavy losses to peanuts in Butler, Coffee, 
Houston and Geneva Counties. (Buttram, July 13). 


GARDEN WEBWORM (Loxostege similalis) - MISSOURI - Light in grassy and weedy areas 
in soybeans, corn and legumes in south central and northeast areas. (Munson, 
Thomas, Wood). OKLAHOMA - Light, scattered populations on alfalfa in Muskogee 

and Sequoyah Counties, 0-4 per 10 sweeps. Localized activity continues on soy- 
beans in Craig County, northeast. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


A WEBWORM (Loxostege sp.) - KANSAS - Counts in alfalfa in northeast and east 
central areas ranged 0-60 larvae per 100 sweeps. Trace, less than 1 percent, 
webbing noted. (Peters). : 


RED-NECKED PEANUTWORM (Stegasta basqueella) - GEORGIA - Light to moderate feeding 
noted in buds of peanuts in southern area. (Johnson). 
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JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - DELAWARE - Very common on alfalfa in 
northern New Castle County; one field averaged over 10 per sweep. (Burbutis). 
MARYLAND - Heavy on tassels of corn in field in Frederick County; destroyed 

sweet corn silks on Eastern Shore, Small numbers on soybeans. (U. Md., Ent. 
Dept.). VIRGINIA — Medium on soybeans in Henley's Fork area of King and Queen 
County. (Sedivy). Adults causing considerable damage to corn by feeding on silks 
throughout Rockingham County. Much more abundant and widespread than in previous 
year. Widespread controls anticipated. (Peterson). 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - RHODE ISLAND - Larvae moderate in field in 
Kingston area, Washington County; no larvae seen. (Mathewson). WYOMING — Larvae 
causing considerable damage to 10 percent of Second=—growth alfalfa in Park and 
Big Horn Counties; averaged 200-300 per 100 sweeps. (Fullerton). 


FULLER ROSE BEETLE (Pantomorus godmani) - ALABAMA -— Numerous on legumes and 
broad=leaved plants in Lee, Chambers, Randolph, Tallapoosa and Coosa Counties. 
(Barwood). 


MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE (Epilachna varivestis) - MARYLAND - Damage to soybeans light 
in Worcester County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). VIRGINIA — Medium on soybeans in 
Henley's Fork area of King and Queen County. (Sedivy). ARKANSAS = Light on 
soybeans in field in Jefferson County. (Peacock). 


BEET LEAF BEETLE (Erynephala puncticollis) - ALABAMA - Clovers and other large 
leaf legumes being attacked in Tallapoosa, Chambers and Randolph Counties. 
(Barwood). 


THRIPS — MARYLAND - Continue to damage young soybeans on Lastern Shore. (U. Md., 
Ent. Dept.). ; 


A FLANNEL MOTH (Megalopyge laceyi) - TEXAS - Early instars appearing on Shin oak 
foliage over several hundred thousand acres of rangeland in at least McCulloch, 
Menard, Kimble, Edwards, Kerr and Gillespie Counties. During dry summer months, 
ranchers depend heavily upon shin oak foliage for sheep and goat forage. This 
is at least the third year of this outbreak. (Newton). 


FRUIT INSECTS 


ORCHARD MITES - CONNECTICUT - Panonychus ulmi building up Slowly in tops of trees; 
adults not too plentiful, but numerous unhatched eggs remain. Tetranychus telarius 
also building up slowly at New Haven, Litchfield and Storrs.

heavy on apple orchards in Bernalillo County and light to medium in apple 
orchards in Sandoval County; foliage damage severe in former county. Bryobia 
rubrioculus medium and causing considerable damage to pear trees in Sandoval 


County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


APPLE MAGGOT (Rhagoletis pomonella) - MINNESOTA - Adults continue to emerge in 
increasing numbers; very high in neglected and poorly treated orchards. (Minn. 
‘Ins. Rpt.). WISCONSIN - Adults appeared in Lincoln County.’ (Wis, “ius: Sur.) - 
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NEW YORK - Emergence in eastern area continues light, with rainfall insufficient 
to induce a significant increase. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., July 16). CONNECTICUT - 
Emergence continues at low level throughout State; some egg laying observed. Peak 
emergence Should occur July 31. (Savos, July 17). 


CODLING MOTH (Carpocapsa omonella) - NEW JERSEY - Second brood expected 

July 20-25 in southern area. (Ins.-Dis.-Weed Newsltr., July 17). NEW YORK - 
Activity continues at a low level in eastern area, but Summer-brood pupation 
began July 12 and increase expected soon. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., July 16). MISSOURI - 
New entries noted in central area. Generally, controls over State excellent, but 
broods appear to be overlapping in some areas. (Wkly. Rpt. Fr. Grs.) 


ORIENTAL FRUIT MOTH (Grapholitha molesta) - MISSOURI - Fresh twig entries 
reported from Cape Girardeau area on July 13. (Wkly. Rpt. Fr. Grs.). OREGON - 
Trapping, which began on June 8, negative to July 21. (Larson). 


WOOLLY APPLE APHID (Eriosoma lanigerum) - NEW MEXICO - Medium to heavy in apple 
and plum orchards in Bernalillo County. Orchards treated, but with poor results. 
(N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


APPLE APHID (Aphis pomi) - CONNECTICUT - Persisting in few spots, but generally 
not troublesome. (Savos, July 17). 


PEAR PSYLLA (Psylla pyricola) - NEW YORK - Heavy in poorly treated orchards in 
Niagara County) (NN. Yo Wkly. Rpt. July 26): 


PEAR-SLUG (Caliroa cerasi) - OREGON - Discovered on cherry in Marion County. 
(Capizzi). NEW MEXICO - Light in pear orchards in Sandoval County. (N. M. Coop. 
Rpt.) < 


A FALSE POWDER-POST BEETLE (Melalgus confertus) - CALIFORNIA - Adults heavy on 
prune and apple trees in Weott, Humboldt County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


SAN JOSE SCALE (Aspidiotus perniciosus) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy locally on quince 
and zelcova nursery stock in Sacramento, Sacramento County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


HICKORY SHUCKWORM (Laspeyresia caryana) - OKLAHOMA - Causing extensive drop of 
pecans in central area; loss estimated at 8 pounds per tree during 5-day period. 
mia Coop. Sure) 


FALL WEBWORM (Hyphantria cunea) - ALABAMA — Quite noticeable on pecan and per- 
simmon trees statewide; webs first noted in Madison County, June 19. (Buttram). 


WALNUT HUSK FLY (Rhagoletis completa) - OREGON - Trapping began in western area 
week of July 8. (Larson). CALIFORNIA - Adults appearing in traps in San Bernar- 
dino and Orange Counties. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


A FLATHEADED BORER —- NORTH CAROLINA - Larvae killing some young pecan trees in 
Robeson County; species probably Chrysobothris femorata. (Meares). 


AN APHID - ARIZONA - Undetermined species very heavy on Graham County pecan 
trees. CAriz. Coop. Sur.) .« 


MEDITERRANEAN FRUIT FLY (Ceratitis capitata) - FLORIDA - Reports indicate 23 
additional properties infested in Dade County from June 25 through July 17 and 

3 properties in Broward County (June 25 to July 13) extending into Ft. Lauderdale 
QGulgulo)y, (ila. Coop. Sur.) 
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Citrus Insect Situation in Florida - Mid-July 1962 — CITRUS RUST MITE (Phyllo- 


coptruta oleivora) infested 50 percent of groves (norm 66 percent); 22 percent 
economic (norm 43 percent). Population increasing strongly in most districts, 
but still at record low level for date. Buildup will continue into August. 
Highest districts Bartow, west coast, upper east coast and Brooksville. TEXAS 
CITRUS MITE (Eutetranychus banksi) infested 77 percent of groves (norm 55 
percent); 54 percent economic (norm 34 percent). Downward trend, now starting, 
will reduce high present population to low level during August. Highest dis- 
tricts ridge, Orlando, Bartow, Brooksville and west coast. CITRUS RED MITE 
(Panonychus citri) infested 67 percent of groves (norm 77 percent); 36 percent 
economic (norm 51 percent). Current population below normal and will decrease 
further. Scattered groves will develop moderate populations. Highest districts 
west coast, Orlando and Brooksville. PURPLE SCALE (Lepidosaphes beckii) infes- 
ted 83 percent of groves (norm 77 percent); 14 percent economic (norm 14 percent). 
Infestations will decrease and be very light in all districts except in occasional 
groves. FLORIDA RED SCALE (Chrysomphalus aonidum) infested 46 percent of groves 
(norm 67 percent); 3 percent economic (norm 20 percent). Populations will con- 
tinue at current below normal level. Very few important infestations expected 
in any district. BLACK SCALE (Saissetia oleae) infested 86 percent of groves 
(norm 56 percent); 58 percent economic (norm 35 percent). Population on twigs 
will peak at high level in late July. Most scales adult. Eggs hatching and 
tiny crawlers moving to leaves where most will die. Highest districts upper 
east coast, Indian River and west coast. GLOVER SCALE (Lepidosaphes gloverii) 
at record high and increasing. CHAFF SCALE (Parlatoria pergandii) continues 
well above average, but is being attacked by Aphytis hispanicus. (Simanton, 
Thompson, Johnson (Citrus Expt.

WESTERN GRAPE LEAF SKELETONIZER (Harrisina brillians) - CALIFORNIA - Four survey 
crews now working in yard plantings associated with Kerman infestation area. 
Despite examination of nearly 18,000 yard hosts and over 1,200 acres of grapes, 
no evidence of pest found. Second overall treatment of season began on July 9.

Egg laying underway. (Wkly. Rpt. Fr. Grs.). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - NEW JERSEY - A problem in some blueberry 
fields. (Ins.-Dis.-Weed Newsltr., July 17). 


BLUEBERRY MAGGOT (Rhagoletis pomonella) —- NEW JERSEY - Adult flight remains near 
peak. (Ins.-Dis.-Weed Newsltr., July 17). 


BLACK-HEADED FIREWORM (Rhopobota naevana) - NEW JERSEY - More observed this year 
than for many years in cranberry bogs. (Ins.-Dis.-Weed Newsltr., July 17).

POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - DELAWARE - Building up on beans in many 
areas; averaged 4-5 nymphs per lower leaf in western Kent and New Castle Counties, 
(Burbutis). MARYLAND - Abundant on potatoes and beans; little damage at present. 
(U. Md., Ent. Dept.). IOWA — Heavy on potatoes; "hopperburn" appeared on leaves 
during week ending July 13 and will become worse.

TARNISHED PLANT BUG (Lygus lineolaris) - NEW YORK - Adults more numerous than 
normal on beans in Livingston County. (N. Y. Wkly.Rpt., July 16). DELAWARE - 
Adults and nymphs common on peppers in an area of New Castle County. (Huber). 


WESTERN YELLOW-STRIPED ARMYWORM (Prodenia praefica) - IDAHO - Few larvae present 
in pea fields in Genesee area, Latah County. Portman). NEVADA - This species 
and Ceramica picta light on sugar beets, with light damage in some fields, in 
Fallon, Churchill County. (Ferraro). 
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STRIPED FLEA BEETLE (Phyllotreta striolata) - WYOMING - Adults causing some 
damage to sugar beets and beans in Park and Big Horn Counties; averaged 180 per 
100 sweeps. (Fullerton). 


A LEAF BEETLE (Diabrotica undecimpunctata tenella) - UTAH - Adults damaging 
vegetable garden plants in "Dixie" area of Washington County. (Knowlton). 


TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus telarius) - OREGON - Increasing in hop 
yards; controls necessary in some districts. (Morrison). DELAWARE - Abundant 
on small acreage of watermelons in Sussex County, causing considerable injury. 
(Connell, Crossan). 


EUROPEAN EARWIG (Forficula auricularia) - UTAH - Injury to home gardens becoming 
evident in many communities. (Knowlton). 


COLORADO POTATO BEETLE (Leptinotarsa decemlineata) - WYOMING - Averaged 2 adults | 
and 5 larvae per 100 sweeps in Park County potato fields. (Fullerton). WISCONSIN -| 
Larvae feeding on pepper plants in Marquette County. Injury to nearby tomato 
plants indicated species very common earlier in season. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). IOWA - 
Feeding on potatoes. Populations appear to be building up, after few years of 
decline. (Hibbs, Iowa Ins. Inf.; July 16). MARYLAND - New brood on potatoes 

in Montgomery County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). NEW YORK - Troublesome on eggplant 
and tomatoes in Nassau County. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., July 16). MAINE - Half-grown 
larvae light on foliage of untreated potatoes at Presque Isle, Aroostook County. 
(Shands). 


FLEA BEETLES (Epitrix spp.) - NORTH DAKOTA - E. cucumeris adults averaged 5 per 
sweep on potatoes in Cass County, with evidence of heavy feeding. (N. D. Ins. 
Sur.). WYOMING - E. tuberis adults averaged 24 per 100 sweeps in potato fields 
in Park and Big Horn Counties. (Fullerton). 


Wireworm Populations During 1961-62 (Fall to Spring) Season and Their Damage to 
Potatoes in Vicinity of Charleston, South Carolina, During Spring of 1962 - 


SOUTHERN POTATO WIREWORM (Conoderus falli) was only elaterid found in significant 
numbers in soil in cultivated fields during period. Populations varied 1.0-11.8 
and averaged 4.5 larvae per Square foot in top 6 inches of soil in 20 untreated 
fields on 8 farms during November and December 1961. At least sixteen 216-cubic-— 
inch soil samples from each field were screened. An average of 21.9 percent of 
tubers in untreated experimental plots in 4 commercial plantings showed wireworm 
injury (feeding of any kind) and 4.4 percent showed damage (as defined by U. S. 
Market Standards for Potatoes). Proportions of injured tubers from these plots 
varied 18.6-32.2 percent and that of damaged ones 3.4-6.0. Approximately 474 
shipping-point inspection certificates issued to commercial growers in Charleston 
area during June 1962 showed that none of the lots of potatoes involved had wire- 
worm damage in excess of 6 percent, the current tolerance allowance for damage 
due to all defects in case of U. S. No. 1 potatoes. Damage of 3-6 percent found 
in 5.3 percent of lots inspected and damage of 1.5-2.9 percent found in 22.6 
percent of lots. Most potatoes had been culled to some extent at packing sheds 
before inspection. Number of lots examined during 1962 harvesting Season was 
less than one-half average of 1957-61 seasons, largely due to adverse weather 
during growing and harvesting periods. Average populations of C. falli found 

in untreated fields during winter of 1961-62 was about same as mean of 4.9 

larvae per Square foot that prevailed during winters of 1951-52 to 1961-62, 
inclusive. Injury and damage to potato tubers in untreated plots in these 

fields during spring of 1962 was below averages of 29.0 percent for injury and 
6.5 percent for damage during these same years. It was of special interest to 
find an average of 6.5 percent of tubers grown in untreated soil between 1952 

and 1961 received enough wireworm injury to be classed as damaged. This could 

be considered as meaning that average lot of potatoes grown in untreated soil 
during that period was, when harvested, ineligible to U. S. Grade 1 because of 
wireworm damage alone; maximum tolerance for all defects for that grade being 

6 percent. Degree of injury and damage by wireworms during spring of 1962 in 
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commercial potato plantings, most of which received insecticide applications 
directly or indirectly for wireworm control, was less than average of that 
occurring during years 1955 to 1961, inclusive. (W. J. Reid, C. H. Langford, 
H. J. McInvale, Jr.). 


GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) - OREGON - Increasing on potatoes in northern 
Willamette Valley. (Morrison). COLORADO - Increasing on early potatoes in Weld 
County; vines maturing and aphids will migrate to more favorable food sources. 
(Berry). WISCONSIN - Appearing on peppers in Marquette and Dane Counties. (Wis. 
Ins. Sur.). DELAWARE - Very common on peppers in an area of New Castle County. 
(Burbutis). NEW JERSEY - On potatoes in several Mercer County fields. (Ins.- 
Dis.-Weed Newsltr., July 17). RHODE ISLAND - Building up on potatoes in Wash- 
ington County, but to lesser extent than potato aphid. Populations vary greatly 
from field to field and within fields. Composed portion of populations of unde- 
termined species reported in CEIR 12(29):796. (Mathewson, Kerr). 


POTATO APHID (Macrosiphum euphorbiae) - RHODE ISLAND - Building up in potato 
fields in Washington County. Populations vary greatly from field to field and 
even in same field. Composed portion of populations of undetermined species 
reported in CEIR 12(29):796. (Mathewson, Kerr). MARYLAND - Rather heavy on 
potatoes in Montgomery County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). WISCONSIN - Present on 
potatoes in Portage County. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


Potato Aphids in Maine — Aphid populations still very small in vicinity of 
Presque Isle, Aroostook County, but numbers and percent infested plants nearly 
quadrupled. Averaged 0.23 aphid per plant and 8.5 percent of plants infested 
on 3-whole leaf basis on Aroostook Farm. POTATO APHID (Macrosiphum euphorbiae) 
predominates, followed by BUCKTHORN APHID (Aphis nasturtii) and FOXGLOVE APHID 
(Myzus solani). Trace infestations of GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) found 
only on Aroostook Farm. In untreated commercial plantings, aphids ranged 0.2-2 
per plant and 0-47 percent of plants infested on same basis. (Shands et al.). 


POTATO PSYLLID (Paratrioza cockerelli) - WYOMING - Survey of potato fields in 
Park and Big Horn Counties produced 1 egg and 2 adults. No diseased plants 
found. (Fullerton). 


SQUASH VINE BORER (Melittia cucurbitae) - RHODE ISLAND - Adults noted on squash 
planting in Kingston, Washington County. (Mathewson). 


SQUASH BUG (Anasa tristis) - UTAH - Killed all squash plants in some home gardens 
in Delta, Millard County. (Knowlton). 


IMPORTED CABBAGEWORM (Pieris rapae) - IOWA - Numerous on untreated cabbage and 
other cole crops. (Iowa Ins. Inf., July 16). 


DIAMONDBACK MOTH (Plutella maculipennis) - NORTH DAKOTA - Averaged 3 larvae per 
sweep on wild mustard in Emmons County; present on cultivated mustard in Ward 
and Bottineau Counties. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) — IOWA — Numerous on untreated cabbage and other 
other cole crops. (lowa Ins. Inf., July 16). WISCONSIN - Larvae numerous in 


gardens in Lincoln County. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


WESTERN BLACK FLEA BEETLE (Phyllotreta pusilla) - NORTH DAKOTA - Adults reported 
as abundant and averaging 5 per sweep on cultivated mustard in Pierce County in 
CEIR 12(29):795, determined as this species. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 


CABBAGE APHID (Brevicoryne brassicae) - IDAHO - Infestations severe in gardens 
in Southwick, Nez Perce County. (Portman). 


MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE (Epilachna varivestis) - COLORADO - Eggs and larvae found 
on beans in Weld County; 60 percent of plants infested. Adults and eggs found 
in Montrose County; infestations light in fields checked. (Berry, Bulla). 
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KANSAS - Adults laying eggs on new bean plants in Wyandotte County, northeast; 
no larvae or pupae observed. (Peters). NEW YORK —- Continues very active in 
Suffolk County. None found in many bean fields inspected in Livingston County. 
(NeeYs Wkly. Rpt. ; July 26)). 


BEAN LEAF BEETLE (Cerotoma trifurcata) - KANSAS - Feeding damage appearing on 
beans in many gardens in northeast area. (Peters). 


BEAN APHID (Aphis fabae) - OREGON - Colonizing on bean plants throughout 
Willamette Valley; controls underway. Indications are that controls will be 
necessary in many other plantings. (Morrison). MARYLAND - Common on beans 
in Montgomery and Queen Annes Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). DELAWARE - 
Increased considerably on most beans in New Castle County. (Burbutis). 


A COREID BUG (Alydus eurinus) -— ALABAMA - Caused 100 percent damage to southern 
peas and beans at Notasulga in Macon and Lee Counties. Numbers reached enormous 
proportions in sericea lespedeza; migrated into gardens in Such numbers controls 
were ineffective. Complete loss of these crops resulted. (Guyton). 


STRAWBERRY SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus atlanticus) - DELAWARE - Common on beans in 
an area of Sussex County and in western Kent County. (Connell, MacCreary) . 


SPINACH LEAF MINER (Pegomya hyoscyami) - IDAHO - Number of infested outer leaves 
of sugar beets greater this Season in southeastern area; damage not economic. 
(Gibson). OREGON - What is believed to be this species infesting plantings 

of table beets in Marion and Linn Counties. (Morrison). 


BEET WEBWORM (Loxostege sticticalis) - WYOMING - Averaged 1 larva per 100 sugar 
beet plants in Park and Big Horn Counties. (Fullerton). UTAH - Moth counts low 
in light traps at Ogden, Benjamin and Salem. (Knowlton). 


ONION THRIPS (Thrips tabaci) - COLORADO - Ranged 20-30 per onion plant in Montrose 
County; controls being applied. (Bulla). 


AN APHID (Cavariella aegopodii) - OREGON - Increasing on dill plantings in 
Willamette Valley; controls required. (Morrison). 


ALFALFA LOOPER (Autographa californica) - OREGON - Virus present on larvae 
infesting mint in a Marion County field, week of July 21. (Morrison). 


PEA LEAF WEEVIL (Sitona lineata) - OREGON - Infested mint in Marion County 
July 17. (Morrison). 


LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignosellus) - ALABAMA - Heavily damaged 
35 acres of strawberries in northwest part of State; light damage by undeter- 
mined cutworm also noted. (Buttram, July 13). 


STRAWBERRY LEAF ROLLER (Ancylis comptana fragariae) - WASHINGTON - Heavy on 
small strawberry plantings in Pullman area, Whitman County; pupation 10 percent 
by June 22 and 90 percent by July 13. Large adult flights occurred week ending 
July 20. (Johansen). 


ORANGE TORTRIX (Argyrotaenia citrana) - WASHINGTON - Larvae observed in one 
field of raspberries in Vancouver, Clark County; large numbers contaminating 
picked fruit. (Shanks, July 13). 


WEEVILS — OREGON - Sciopithes obscurus and an undescribed species apparently 
caused root damage to strawberries in several northern Willamette Valley straw- 
berry plantings. (Every). Undetermined species abundant in strawberry fields 
at Estacada, Clackamas County, July 14. (Goeden).

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TOBACCO INSECTS 


GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) - MARYLAND - Percent tobacco plants infested 
ranged 6-32, averaged 18. Populations light to heavy. Controls applied. (U. Md., 
Ent. Dept.). VIRGINIA - Adult and nymphal infestations ranged light to heavy in 
Pittsylvania County on tobacco. Weather conditions favored buildups. Predators 
light. (Dominick, July 12). Heavily infesting about 5 acres of bright leaf 
tobacco near Burkeville, Nottoway County. (Tarpley, Cassell). 


APHIDS - NORTH CAROLINA - Undetermined species generally light on tobacco in 
Wayne and Johnston Counties and very light and spotty in Onslow, Pitt and 
Carteret Counties. (Mount). 


TOBACCO BUDWORM (Heliothis virescens) - MARYLAND - Infestations 2 percent on 
tobacco. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). VIRGINIA - Two-three eggs per seed head in 
several tobacco fields checked in Pittsylvania County. (Dominick, July 12). 


HORNWORMS (Protoparce spp.) - NORTH CAROLINA - Second brood begun. Counts in 
Whiteville averaged 1 per plant, mostly first and second instars. Counts in 
Clayton averaged nearly 1 per plant, eggs and first instars. (Guthrie). 
MARYLAND - Infestation 2 percent on tobacco. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


TOBACCO FLEA BEETLE (Epitrix hirtipennis) - MARYLAND - Infestation 5 percent on 
tobacco. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


COTTON INSECTS 


BOLL WEEVIL (Anthonomus grandis) - TEXAS -— Movement from maturing fields to 
greener cotton in southern area continuing. Populations increasing in all 

other areas where pest is normally distributed. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). OKLAHOMA - 
Percent injured squares ranged 10-18 in Tillman and Comanche Counties, with 

some noneconomic activity noted in Washita County, west central area. Infesta- 
tions down somewhat (5-15 percent) from previous week in Bryan County, south 
central. Also active in Garvin County, south central, and Canadian and Cleve- 
land Counties, central. Activity also noted in McCurtain County and injured 
Squares 6 percent in Choctaw County, southeast. Injured squares ranged 0-16 
percent in Muskogee-Sequoyah County area, east central. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 
MISSOURI = Punctured squares found in only 3 of 999 fields scouted; appeared 

at about same time as in 1961. Some use of controls expected in August. (French). 
TENNESSEE - First-generation adults in fields in regularly infested portion of 
State in large numbers. Punctured squares averaged 26 percent compared with 19 
percent previous week and 12 percent at same time in 1961. Counts in some 
untreated fields as high as 84 percent. Heavier infestations in late cotton, 
Controls good when carried out properly. Dry weather may reduce number of 
second—generation weevils. (Locke). ARKANSAS — Overwintering weevils continue 

to emerge in some very late-planted cotton; counts 0-100 live weevils per acre. 
Weevils present in 80.4 percent of fields compared with 75.1 percent last week. 
Number of fields in danger zone 1,746; 4,367 expected to be in danger zone next 
week. Number of punctured squares per acre 0-179,267 in Southeast, 0-156,000 in 
central, 0-90,000 in upper Arkansas River Valley, 0-103,500 in northeast and 
160-58 ,000 in southwest. (Cott. Ins. Rpt.). LOUISIANA - Infestations in Tallulah 
area light in major portion of acreage, but some fields treated as many as 8 
times. Injured squares in few untreated fields mostly above 25 percent and 
ranged up to 93 percent. (Smith et al.). MISSISSIPPI - Hot, dry weather and 
controls combined to reduce number of weevils present in delta counties. Some 
fields show increased percentages of squares punctured due to shortage of squares, 
Damage rather limited in delta area presently. (Merkl et al.). ALABAMA - Infes-— 


‘tations continue rather light over State. Some evidence of migration noted in 


southern area. (Buttram). GEORGIA — Counts made in 117 middle and southern area 
cotton fields. Percent punctured squares ranged 2-86 and averaged 17. (Johnson). 
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SOUTH CAROLINA - Marked population increases noted; numerous first-generation 
adults present and increasing. Percent punctured squares 9.1 in treated fields 
and 39 in untreated fields. Automatic 5-day treatment schedule recommended; 
beginning July 24 in Coastal Plain and August 1 in Piedmont. (Cott. Ltr., July 16). 
NORTH CAROLINA - Injured squares in untreated fields in Green and Wilson Counties 
running aS high as 75 percent. Injured squares 1-5 percent in fields which had 
good control measures practiced. (Robertson). 


BOLLWORMS (Heliothis spp., et al.) - SOUTH CAROLINA —- Declined due to treatments 
by effective materials. (Cott. Ltr., July 16). GEORGIA - Counts made in 117 middle 
and southern area cotton fields. Eggs per 100 terminals ranged 0-56 and averaged 
7. Larvae per 100 terminals ranged 0-16 and averaged 2. (Johnson). ALABAMA - 
All sections report first major hatch of eggs; populations remain generally light. 
(Buttram). MISSISSIPPI - Egg deposition noted on green, succulent cotton in delta 
counties. Irrigated cotton and fields having sufficient moisture for continued 
rapid growth should be checked closely. (Merkl et al.). LOUISIANA - Terminal 
counts showed rapid increase in parts of Tallulah area; controls required on 
several farms. (Smith et al.). ARKANSAS - Third-generation moth emergence 
underway; emergence expected to be heavy. Percent fields infested increased 
slightly; egg and larval counts in southeast and southwest higher, and counts 

in northeast Slightly higher. Moths beginning to deposit eggs in higher numbers 
on parts of plant other than terminal. (Cott. Ins. Rpt.). TENNESSEE - Some con- 
trols needed outside of weevil-infested areas in western portion of State. Infes-— 
tations spotty and heavier where boll weevil controls carried out. (Locke). 
MISSOURI - Found in 8 percent of fields in delta area. AS many as 5 eggs and 4 
larvae per 100 terminals found; a considerable increase. (French). OKLAHOMA - 
Generally light, with heaviest activity in Webbers Falls and in Sequoyah County 
area, east central; infestation 6-9 percent. Other infestation counts — 2 per- 
cent in southwest, light in south central and 4 percent in southeast. (Okla. 

Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Heavy egg deposition during last 2 weeks led to tremendous 
population buildups in all areas. Difficulty in suppressing heavy infestations 
has resulted in many reports of poor control from most areas. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). 
NEW MEXICO —- Light, spotted infestations in isolated fields in Dona Ana County. 
(N. M. Coop. Rpt.). ARIZONA - Infestations increasing in some areas, particularly 
in Pinal and Pima Counties where controls necessary in some fields. (Ariz. Coop. 
Sur.). CALIFORNIA - Evident in some cotton fields in Shafter area, Kern County, 
but beneficial insects cleaning up infestations; little damage evident. (T.Leigh). 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - GEORGIA - Caused light to moderate defoliation 
on cotton in middle and southern areas. (Johnson). 


COTTON APHID (Aphis gossypii) -— NORTH CAROLINA - Moderate to heavy infestations 
generally noted throughout Greene, Wilson and Nash Counties. (Robertson). Moderate 
infestations noted in Wayne and Johnston Counties and very light infestations in 
Pitt County. (Mount). ALABAMA - Heavier infestations observed in several fields. 
(Buttram). NEW MEXICO —- Light, spotted infestations in Dona Ana County cotton 
fields. (N. M. Coop.Rpt.). 


LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - CALIFORNIA - Very abundant in alfalfa hay fields and 
moving into cotton where hay is cut in Shafter area, Kern County; counts ranged 
8-22 nymphs and adults per 50 sweeps. (T. Leigh). Becoming economic in many 
cotton fields in Bakersfield area, Kern County, with hatches of young nymphs 
present; treatments starting. (Thomas), NEVADA -— Averaged 4-6, mostly adults, 
per 50 sweeps in many cotton fields, with high counts of 8-10 adults per 50 
Sweeps in a few fields in Pahrump Valley, Nye County. Predator counts very 
high. (Bechtel, Parker, Slater). ARIZONA -— Infestations high in cotton state- 
wide; percent damaged squares 20-60 in untreated fields. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 
NEW MEXICO —- Generally light; causing minor damage in Dona Ana and Quay County 
cotton fields. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 
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PLANT BUGS - MISSOURI = Complex of Lygus lineolaris, Psallus seriatus, Adelphocoris 
rapidus and Neurocolpus nubilus abundant enough in cotton to warrant controls; 
counts ranged 50-150 per 100 terminals in some fields, mostly P. seriatus. 
(French). TENNESSEE - P. seriatus, L. lineolaris and A. rapidus causing some 


damage in western section outside areas where weevil controls not being carried 
out. (Locke). 


STINK BUGS - ARIZONA - Infestations continue to require controls in some central 
area cotton. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


COTTON FLEAHOPPER (Psallus seriatus) - TEXAS - Infestations increased in western, 
northwestern and panhandle areas where cotton can still suffer considerable damage 
if controls not used, (Texas Coop. Rpt.). ARIZONA - Medium infestations present 
in some central area cotton. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - This species and 
Spanogonicus albofasciatus remain light in cotton in Quay and Dona Ana Counties. 

(N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


THRIPS — TEXAS - Damage by several species now confined to northern high plains 
counties, as cotton in other areas has passed susceptible stage. (Texas Coop. 
Rpt.). 


SPIDER MITES — CALIFORNIA - Present in many cotton fields not recently treated 
in Shafter area of Kern County; fields should be checked. (T. Leigh). OKLAHOMA - 
Causing leaves to discolor around edges of fields in Webbers Falls and Moffett 
areas, east central. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). MISSOURI - Continue to cause consider- 
able damage in many fields in delta area; new fields being infested each week 
and considerable areas being defoliated in old infestations. Sixty percent of 
fields in south Dunklin and south Pemiscot Counties infested. (French). 
TENNESSEE - No general infestations found this season in western area. Spot 
infestations numerous throughout cotton-growing area; controls recommended. 
(Locke). ARKANSAS - Activity greater than last week. Mites confined to spot 
infestations generally. Treatment of spots recommended. (Cott. Ins. Rpt.). 
MISSISSIPPI - Medium to heavy populations causing economic damage to many acres 
of cotton in delta counties; controls needed in many areas. (Merkl et al.). 
ALABAMA - Infestations becoming quite noticeable on cotton in northern part of 
State. (Buttram). GEORGIA - Light on cotton in 117 middle and southern area 
fields. (Johnson). SOUTH CAROLINA - Localized infestations reported on increase. 
(Cott. Ltr., July 16). NORTH CAROLINA - Spotty infestations of Tetranychus spp. 
noted in most fields of cotton checked in Greene, Wilson and Nash Counties.

Weather of the Week Ending July 23 (Continued from page 816) 


Precipitation was mostly light over the Far West, ranging from none over much of 
California, Oregon, southern interior Washington, and the desert areas of Arizona 
and Nevada, to over 2.00 inches in southwest New Mexico from heavy showers. Rain- 
fall in the White Mountains of Arizona was reported to have exceeded 2.00 inches 
at some stations. 


Severe storms hit many areas of the Great Plains and Central States. On Monday, 
pilot reports were received of tornadoes touching down near Colorado Springs and 
Castle Rock, Colorado, and two funnels were sighted near St. Cloud, Minnesota, on 
Saturday. On Sunday, a tornado touched down in Chicago, unroofing a service 
station and damaging a florist shop and powerlines. Hail damage from stones to 

3 inches in diameter occurred in the Minneapolis, Minnesota, area on the 22d, and 
hail to baseball size covered the ground at Waupeton, Iowa, on Sunday. Flash 
flooding from heavy rains was reported locally from Kansas, Minnesota, Iowa and 
Nebraska. Hail piled from 3 inches to 1 foot deep during a heavy fall at Dubuque, 
Iowa. At New Castle, Delaware, a warehouse roof was blown off and trees were 
downed, with some damage to nearby cars. (Summary supplied by U. S. Weather 
Bureau). 
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FOREST, ORNAMENTAL AND SHADE TREE INSECTS 

BARK BEETLES - TEXAS - Number of known Dendroctonus frontalis infestations with- 
in 2 control priority zones increased from 1,179 to 1,971 during June; average 
number of trees per infested spot varies 100-800. Outside priority control zones, 
infested spots previously located became larger and many new spots detected, with 
infestations now present in 13 counties; most northerly in Angelina County and 
most southerly are Chambers and Harris Counties. Gross area of infestation 
estimated at 4 million acres, of which timber on approximately 20,000 acres 
completely killed. D. terebrans infestations reported in Angelina, Sabine and 
Walker Counties. Ips spp. caused mortality of merchantable pines in Angelina, 
Anderson, Panola and Rusk Counties. (Texas For. Pest Comm., June Rpt.). NORTH 
CAROLINA - Aerial survey showed D. frontalis extremely prevalent. Approximately 
200 spots ranging up to 50 and 75 trees located in northern Davidson County and 
approximately 250 spots in southern Mecklenburg and southwest Union Counties. 
Feeding primarily on shortleaf pine and some loblolly pine. (Greene). 


PINE CHAFER (Anomala oblivia) - NORTH CAROLINA - Partially defoliated 2,000-acre 
loblolly pine plantation in Columbus County; feeding completed in late June. 
(ii, Tg 1Wxs)) 


NANTUCKET PINE TIP MOTH (Rhyacionia frustrana) - KANSAS - Infested 30-60 percent 
of tips of Scotch, pitch, ponderosa, jack and Virginia pines in Labette County, 
southeast; second generation pupating July 12. (Thompson). Adults flying in 
Sedgwick County on same date. (Guldner). 


EUROPEAN PINE SHOOT MOTH (Rhyacionia buoliana) - RHODE ISLAND - Young larvae 
evident on black pine in Wakefield and Kingston areas of Washington County. 
(Stessel, Mathewson). 


JACK-PINE BUDWORM (Choristoneura pinus) - WISCONSIN - Moths emerging in Juneau 
County July 12. (Wise insetsur). 


PINE TUSSOCK MOTH (Dasychira plagiata) - MINNESOTA - Late instars and pupae pre- 
sent in Willow River area, Pine County. Few areas of medium to heavy defoliation 
reported outside area previously treated. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). 


A PYRALID (Dioryctria sp.) - RHODE ISLAND - Boring in terminal and lateral new 
growth of red pines in watershed plantation in Scituate, Providence County, June 
27; caused death or bayonet-type distortion. Det. by H. Capps as Dioryctria sp., 
near or zimmermani, Currently very active in pitch pine in Kingston, Washington 
County. (Mathewson). 


PINE BARK APHID (Pineus strobi) - MARYLAND - Crawlers active on white pine at 
Easton, Talbot County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


COOLEY SPRUCE GALL APHID (Chermes cooleyi) - Utah - Damaging spruce trees in Cedar 
Breaks—Duck Creek area of Iron and Kane Counties. (Knowlton). IDAHO - Infesta- 
tions on spruce and fir general throughout northern portion of State. 
(Fitzsimmons, Portman). 


SARATOGA SPITTLEBUG (Aphrophora saratogensis) - WISCONSIN - Nymphs 80 percent in 
fifth instar in Langlade County July 9. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


PINE NEEDLE SCALE (Phenacaspis pinifoliae) - CONNECTICUT - Crawlers have begun 
to appear. (Savos). 


A PINE TORTOISE SCALE (Toume yella pini) - OHIO - Present on Scotch pine in Lucas 
and Richland Counties; overt young and crawlers under mature females observed 
July 12. These are new county records. (Walker). 


RED-HEADED PINE SAWFLY (Neodiprion lecontei) - RHODE ISLAND - Feeding on pine in 
plantation at Westerly, Washington County. (Mathewson). NORTH CAROLINA - 
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Infesting 0.8 percent of trees in 8-acre loblolly plantation in Rutherford 
County. (M. F. Shaw). 


LARCH SAWFLY (Pristiphora erichsonii) - WISCONSIN - Present in various stages of 
development; as of first week of July, populations did not appear significant in 
northern counties, (Wis. Ins. Sur., July 13). 


FALL WEBWORM (Hyphantria cunea) - TEXAS - Heavy along Guadalupe River in Kerr 
County; defoliating up to 75 percent of native pecan trees. (Newton). OKLAHOMA - 
Continues to cause extensive damage to variety of trees throughout eastern half 

of State; some smaller trees entirely defoliated. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). KANSAS - 
Tents averaged 3-4 per walnut tree on July 12 in Montgomery County, southeast. 
(Thompson). WISCONSIN - Populations appear heavier in portions of Marquette, 
Waushara, Portage and Waupaca Counties; larvae mostly third stage. (Wis. Ins. 
Sur.). VIRGINIA - Tents conspicuous on persimmon and other trees in Buckingham, 
Appomattox, Amherst, Nelson and Campbell Counties. (Tarpley). 


GREEN-STRIPED MAPLEWORM (Anisota rubicunda) - ILLINOIS - Continues to feed heavily 
on some maples in central district. All forms from small larvae to newly emerged 

adults present. (Ill. Ins. Rpt.). NEW JERSEY - Active in several areas. (Ins.- 

Dis.-Weed Newsltr., July 17). 


CHAIN-SPOTTED GEOMETER (Cingilia catenaria) - RHODE ISLAND —- Present in numbers 
in wooded area in South Kingstown, Washington County. (Mathewson). 


BIRCH SKELETONIZER (Bucculatrix canadensisella) - DELAWARE - Collected from red 
birch at Newark, New Castle County, July 10, 1962, and reared by D. F. Bray. This 
is a new State record. (Burbutis). 


GYPSY MOTH (Porthetria dispar) - CONNECTICUT - Pupating; few moths appearing. 
(Savos). OREGON - Trapping instituted for first time in State July 8. (Larson). 


ORANGE-STRIPED OAKWORM (Anisota senatoria) - RHODE ISLAND - Oviposition noted and 
egg masses found on scrub oak in Kingston area, Washington County. (Hyland, 
Mathewson). 


NOTODONTIDS (Datana spp.) - ILLINOIS - D. integerrima abundant almost everywhere 
black walnut occurs in State; damage ranges from few limbs to entire trees 
defoliated; all sized larvae present. D. ministra abundant in few spots in McLean 


and De Witt Counties, but scarce elsewhere in eastern and central districts. 
Pri. Inss Rpt... 


TENT CATERPILLARS (Malacosoma spp.) -— OREGON - Large adult numbers appearing in 
blacklight traps in Willamette Valley at Grants Pass. (Capizzi). 


LEAF TIERS — UTAH — Unspecified species caused moderate damage to aspen foliage in 
areas from Cedar Canyon to Duck Creek Camp area in Iron andKane Counties, and to 
cottonwood trees in Oak Creek Canyon, Millard County. (Knowlton). 


MOURNING-CLOAK BUTTERFLY (Nymphalis antiopa) - NORTH DAKOTA - Larvae feeding on 
willows and elms in eastern part of State; about to pupate. Qi. D., Insis Sure) 


ELM LEAF BEETLE (Galerucella xanthomelaena) - ARIZONA - Heavy larval populations 
Severely damaging untreated elms in central portion of State. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 
OKLAHOMA — Continues active throughout State with severe defoliation noted in many 
areas. Third generation hatching in Stillwater area, Payne County. (Okla. Coop. 
Sur.). MISSOURI - Second generation feeding in areas throughout State. (Munson, 
Thomas; Wood). SOUTH CAROLINA - Feeding on foliage of Chinese elms at Bethune, 
| Kershaw County. (Nettles et al., July 18). RHODE ISLAND - Evidence of very heavy 
feeding on individual roadside trees present statewide. Heavy descent of larvae 
noted on trees in East Greenwich, Kent County. (Cartier, Mathewson). 


LARGER ELM LEAF BEETLE (Monocesta coryli) - NORTH CAROLINA — Two reports of 
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feeding on elm and dogwood in Cabarrus County. (Robertson). 


LOCUST LEAF MINER (Xenochalepus dorsalis) - ILLINOIS - Caused complete "firing" 
of black locusts in some portions of Mason County; "firing" also evident in parts 
of McLean County. (Ill. Ins. Rpt.). 


LEAF BEETLES - UTAH - Unspecified species damaging willows and rabbitbrush in 
some areas of Cedar Canyon, Iron County. Diabrotica undecimpunctata tenella 
adults damaging flowers in gardens in "Dixie" area of Washington County. 
(Knowlton) . 


BRONZE BIRCH BORER (Agrilus anxius) -— MINNESOTA - Present on young birch in 
southern part of State to extent that an entire block was condemned, pending 
roguing operation, Nurserymen urged to locate new birch blocks in areas removed 
from any infested trees. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). 


TWIG PRUNER (Elaphidion villosum) - RHODE ISLAND - Slightly more common than usual 
on oaks in Washington County. (Mathewson). 


RED-HEADED ASH BORER (Neoclytus acuminatus) - IDAHO - Adults present on ash trees 
in Boise, Ada County, and in Emmett, Gem County. (Johannesen, Horn). 


BROAD=NECKED ROOT BORER (Prionus laticollis) - RHODE ISLAND - Adults emerging in 
Kingston area, Washington County. (Mathewson). 


POPLAR VAGABOND APHID (Mordwilkoja vagabunda) - WYOMING - Galls and aphids numerous 
on many poplars throughout State. (Fullerton). 


APHIDS - UTAH - Numerous on Senecio sp. and occasionally on willow in Cedar Canyon 
area, Iron County. Very numerous on apical growth of many cottonwoods in Oak Creek 
Canyon, Millard County. (Knowlton). MINNESOTA - Present in large numbers on 
willow and spirea. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). NEW JERSEY — Present on many shade trees; 
heavy in some instances. (Ins.-Dis.-Weed. Newsltr., July 17). CONNECTICUT - 
Various species abundant on many ornamentals. (Savos). 


ASH PLANT BUG (Neoborus amoenus) -— MINNESOTA - Now in second generation in southern 
part of State. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). 


SYCAMORE LACE BUG (Corythucha ciliata) - NORTH CAROLINA - Heavy on sycamores in 
Davie County. Det. by D. L. Wray. (Mount). 


OYSTERSHELL SCALE (Lepidosaphes ulmi) - WYOMING - Very numerous on many trees 
throughout State. Many green ash trees partially killed in Gillette, Campbell 
County, and in Newcastle, Weston County. (Robb). 


A CICADA (Tibicen pruinosa) - KANSAS - Egg laying noted on trees in Finney County, 
southwest. (DePew, July 13). 


WALKINGSTICK (Diapheromera femorata) - WISCONSIN - Young nymphs on locust in 
Waushara County changing color; infestation appears heavier than in 1960. Observa- 
tion of infestation along Wood-Adams County line showed nymphs to be about two 
inches in length and still green. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


A GALL MIDGE (Dasyneura gleditschiae) - RHODE ISLAND —- Disfiguring Moraine locust 
at East Greenwich, Kent County. (Hannah, Mathewson). 


ERIOPHYID MITES - UTAH - Unspecified species forming galls on aspens in Cedar 
Breaks—Duck Creek area of Iron and Kane Counties, Killed and damaged a number of 
poplars at Woodruff, Rich County, and damaged others at Farmington, Davis County, 
and at Ogden, Weber County. (Knowlton). 


BAGWORM (Thyridopteryx ephemeraeformis) - OKLAHOMA - Severe populations continue 
to defoliate evergreens in many areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). ILLINOIS - Damage to 
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evergreens, sycamore, locust and other trees common in central and eastern 
districts. (111. Ins. Rpt.). MARYLAND - Causing concern in southern sections of 
State. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). SOUTH CAROLINA - Infesting ornamental junipers in 
Piedmont area, Greenville and Anderson Counties. (Nettles et al., July 18). 


MIMOSA WEBWORM (Homadaula albizziae) -— ILLINOIS - Abundant on honeylocust in some 
areas of Mason County. Also observed in McLean and Logan Counties; these last 

2 are new county records. (111. Ins. Rpt.). MISSOURI — Caused moderate to heavy 
damage on honeylocust and mimosa in east central and southeastern areas, First 
generation complete throughout State. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). VIRGINIA - Larval 
damage conspicuous on mimosa at a locality in Appomattox County. (Tarpley). 


AILANTHUS WEBWORM (Atteva aurea) - ILLINOIS - Common in central and eastern 
districts on Ailanthus altissima; some trees in central district almost completely 
brown. (Ill. Ins. Rpt.). 


AZALEA CATERPILLAR (Datana major) - ALABAMA - First reported infestations observed 
July 11 in Mobile County. Seibels). 


ZIMMERMAN PINE MOTH (Dioryctria zimmermani) - WASHINGTON - Heavy on ornamental 
mugho pines in Yakima County. (Johansen). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - NEW JERSEY - Large numbers emerging in 
several areas. (Ins.-Dis.-Weed Newsltr., July 17). CONNECTICUT - A problem 
statewide. (Savos). RHODE ISLAND - Common statewide. A problem on individual 
properties and favored food plants. (Cartier, Mathewson). MARYLAND - Moderate 
number of reports received from central area of State. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
VIRGINIA — Adults and damage conspicuous on a variety of plants in Buckingham, 
Amherst, Nelson, Campbell, Bedford, Roanoke and Montgomery Counties. (Tarpley). 


BLACK VINE WEEVIL (Brachyrhinus sulcatus) - RHODE ISLAND —- Inspections indicate 
adults less numerous in nurseries than in 1961 in Newport and Providence Counties. 
(Cartier). 


A WEEVIL (Pseudocneorhinus bifasciatus) — MARYLAND - Nicking leaf edges on 
numerous shrubs in Montgomery County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


AZALEA LACE BUG (Stephanitis pyrioides) - MARYLAND - Generally light, but locally 
severe at Oxen Hill, Prince Georges County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). DELAWARE - 
Very heavy on azaleas in an area of New Castle County; causing severe injury. 
(Burbutis). 


LACE BUGS — TEXAS - Moderate, local populations of unspecified species on 
pyracantha in Denton County causing some damage. (Turney). 


SPITTLEBUGS - KANSAS - Unspecified species common on redbud trees in Marshall and 
Riley Counties, northeast. (Gates). 


LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - CALIFORNIA - Adults heavy on magnolias at Saratoga, 
santa Clara County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


COCCIDS — WASHINGTON - Lecanium fletcheri infesting arborviate near Silverdale, 
Kitsap County. This is a new locality record in western portion of State. 
Previously found at Pullman, Whitman County, and at Prosser, Benton County. 
(Johansen, July 13). CALIFORNIA - Parlatoria camelliae heavy on camellia nursery 
stock and Diaspis boisduvalii heavy on orchid plants in nursery at Sacramento, 
Sacramento County. (Cal. Coop,Rpt.). MINNESOTA - L. fletcheri rather widespread 
in State this year on arborvitae and Taxus spp., but populations down from those 
of 1961. Considerable parasitism observed. Hatching complete in most areas. 
(Minn. Ins. Rpt.). MARYLAND — Heavy infestation of Unaspis euonymi present in 
Montgomery County. Several inquiries regarding Pseudaulacaspis pentagona, 
particularly on mulberry, in St. Marys County. ( 

'Gossyparia spuria crawlers active. (Ins.-Dis.-Weed Newsltr., July 17). 


U. Md., Ent. Dept.). NEW JERSEY - 
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CRAPEMYRTLE APHID (Myzocallis kahawaluokalani) - MARYLAND - Abundant on crapemyrtle 
at Salisbury, Wicomico County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


LEAFHOPPERS —- MINNESOTA - Unspecified species severe on many types of nursery 
stock, but especially on new growth of various maples. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). 


A LEAF MINER - COLORADO - An unknown species causing considerable foliage damage 
to privet and spirea shrubs in Larimer County. (Colo. Ins. Sur.). 


EUROPEAN EARWIG (Forficula auricularia) -— UTAH - Injury becoming evident in many 
flower gardens in many communities. (Knowlton). 


SPIDER MITES - CONNECTICUT - Tetranychus telarius very abundant on many ornamen- 
tals. (Savos). NEW JERSEY - Various species numerous on many ornamentals. (Ins.- 
Dis.-Weed Newsltr., July 17). MARYLAND - Tetranychus spp. heavy on evergreens in 
Hagerstown, Washington County, and on rose at College Park, Prince Georges County. 
Qi Made; Ente Deptoz 


INSECTS AFFECTING MAN AND ANIMALS 


MOSQUITOES - NEVADA - Heavy adult populations of Aedes dorsalis, A. melanimon and 
A. nigromaculis in Fallon, Churchill County, and Schurz, Mineral County. (Coop. 
Rpt.). Heavy populations of A. nigromaculis in Fish Lake Valley, Esmeralda 
County. (Bechtel, Parker). UTAH — Mosquitoes much more numerous in many parts 

of State than at this time during 1961. Weber County treated 13,000 acres for 
mosquito control as against 7,500 to same date in 1961. Similar increase reported 
for Salt Lake and South Salt Lake Mosquito Abatement Districts. Annoying in parts 
of Rich, Iron, Kane, Morgan, Summit, Wasatch, Cache, Millard and Duchesne Counties. 
(Fronk, Collett, Graham, Knowlton). OKLAHOMA - Large numbers of Psorophora spp. 
causing considerable annoyance to humans in Stillwater area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 
NORTH DAKOTA — Mosquito abundance is greatest recorded for State (more than 200 
per 5 minute collection). Urban light trap counts exceeded 1,000 per trap per 
night; about 90 percent Aedes vexans.

FACE FLY (Musca autumnalis) - SOUTH DAKOTA - Averaged about 3 per face on dairy 
herd in Deuel County. (Hintz). KANSAS - New county records include Johnson, 

Linn, Franklin, Douglas, Osage and Coffey, with counts extremely low and specimens 
found only after considerable examination. Ranged 0-12 per head in northeast. 
(Peters). MISSOURI - Counts in 3 herds in east central and northeast areas 

ranged 0-18 flies per animal. AverageS in the 3 herds were 5, 3 and 5 per animal. 
(Munson, Thomas, Wood). IOWA - Suddenly increased. Herds of dairy animals examined 
which had nearly 200 flies, about 100 on face and 100 more on the back and sides 

of animal. (Iowa Ins. Inf., July 16). ILLINOIS - Varied 0-72 (averaged 15.8) per 
face in central district and 0-15 (averaged 6.5) in east district. (I11l. Ins. 
Rpt.). WISCONSIN - Problems encountered in Iowa, Racine and Dodge Counties; still 
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major problem in Walworth County. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). MARYLAND - Ranged 3-60 per 
head in 11 dairy herds observed in Frederick County, (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
VIRGINIA — Averaged less than 1 per head in herds in Amherst County and western 
Campbell County and averaged 5 per head in Bedford, Roanoke and Montgomery 
Counties. New county records are Amherst and Campbell. (Tarpley). Very common 
and annoying throughout Rockingham County. (Peterson). 


HORN FLY (Haematobia irritans) - MARYLAND - Up to 50 per head in Howard County, 
but generally controlled. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). VIRGINIA - Adults medium on one 
herd in Campbell County. (Tarpley). ILLINOIS - Varied 0-100 (averaged 20.4) 
flies per animal in central district and 5-100 (averaged 36.7) in east district, 
(I11. Ins. Rpt.). MISSOURI - Heavy populations still present on untreated cattle 
in areas throughout State. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). OKLAHOMA - Populations down 
about one third from previous week in Stillwater area. Generally light throughout 
east central areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). SOUTH DAKOTA - Ranged 25-150 per side 
per animal on dairy herd in Deuel County. (Hintz). NORTH DAKOTA - Abundant in 
some instances, Control good where treatment of animals carried out. (N. D. Ins. 
Rpt.). 


STABLE FLY (Stomoxys calcitrans) —- MARYLAND - Ranged 4-8 per head in Howard County. 
(U. Md., Ent. Dept.). ILLINOIS - Varied 1-16 (averaged 7.8) per animal in central 
district and 0-8 (averaged 2.7) in east district. (Ill. Ins. Rpt.). WISCONSIN - 
Still creating a nuisance. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). NORTH DAKOTA - Moderately abundant 
(5-50 per animal). Control inadequate and rainfall excessive. Populations low in 
urban areas. (Noetzel). MISSOURI - Counts in east central and northeast areas 
ranged 0-40 per animal; averaged 11. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). 


HOUSE FLY (Musca domestica) - WISCONSIN - Still a nuisance and apparently increas- 
ing. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). OKLAHOMA - Populations down somewhat from previous week 
(60-75 per scudder grid) in Stillwater area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


_ TABANIDS — UTAH - Annoying people and livestock in areas of Wasatch and Rich 


Counties. Annoying people in areas of Iron and Kane Counties. (Knowlton). 
OKLAHOMA —- Populations of Tabanus atratus, T. abactor and T. lineola averaged 2, 
3, and 2 per head, respectively, with only occasional numbers of T. sulcifrons and 
T. equalis in Stillwater area. Activity of these species also observed in Hughes, 


Choctaw and Delaware Counties. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). MISSOURI - Counts of Tabanus 


sulcifrons on a large herd of beef cattle in east central area ranged O-3 per 


animal; averaged 1. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). WISCONSIN - Undetermined species 
still a nuisance. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


SNIPE FLIES (Symphoromyia spp.) - UTAH - Seriously annoying campers and fishermen 
in Cedar Canyon and Cedar Breaks areas of Iron County and Duck Creek Camp area of 
Kane County. Also very annoying at Monte Cristo and Allen Canyon, Rich County, 
and in area in Weber County. (Knowlton). 


BLACK FLIES - CONNECTICUT - Troublesome in many homes around State. (Savos). 


SAND FLIES -— CONNECTICUT - Troublsome in many homes around State. (Savos). 


EYE GNATS (Hippelates spp.) - WISCONSIN - Quite annoying in low areas where lush 


vegetation occurs, Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


; FLEAS (Ctenocephalides spp.) -— CONNECTICUT - Becoming increasingly important both 
indoors and outdoors. (Savos). OKLAHOMA - Of considerable concern around homes 
"and on pets in Stillwater area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


AMERICAN DOG TICK (Dermacentor variabilis) - ALABAMA - Very heavy in approximate 
_ 5-mile area in Russell and Chambers Counties. One to 2 ticks per blade of grass. 
(Barwood, July 13). OKLAHOMA - Large numbers of this species and Amblyomma 


americanum caused considerable annoyance to personnel in Ft. Gibson area. (Okla. 


' Coop. Sur.). NORTH DAKOTA - Very abundant in wooded and grassy areas. (N. D. 


Ins. Rpt.). 
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NORTHERN FOWL MITE (Ornithonyssus sylviarum) - RHODE ISLAND - In poultry yard in 
Kingston, Washington County. (Mathewson). 


A CHIGGER (Eutrombicula alfreddugesi) —- OKLAHOMA - High infestations causing 
considerable annoyance to humans throughout State. A large herd of turkeys 
infested in Le Flore County; control initiated. (Okla. Coop, Sur.). 


HOUSEHOLD AND STRUCTURAL INSECTS 


EUROPEAN EARWIG (Forficula auricularia) - CONNECTICUT - A problem at Waterford, 
New London County. (Savos). WASHINGTON - Building up enough to become household 
pests in Pullman area, Whitman County. Considerably later than previous years, 
(Johansen). 


A POWDER-POST BEETLE (Lyctus sp.) - TEXAS - Heavy, local population in Tom Green 
County severely damaged hardwood feed pallets in a feed store. (Texas Coop. 
Rpt., Boyd). 


A DERMESTID (Trogoderma parabile) - IDAHO - Numerous adults in heating vents of 
Preston home. (Tovey). 


BLACK CARPET BEETLE (Attagenus piceus) -— MARYLAND - Destroying wall to wall carpets 


in Baltimore. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


STRAWBERRY ROOT WEEVIL (Brachyrhinus ovatus) -— WISCONSIN - Adults entering houses 
in area of Iowa County. Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


OLD-HOUSE BORER (Hylotrupes bajulus) - MARYLAND - Adult emerged from door frame 
in Baltimore. Also reported in Queen Annes County. (U. Md. Ent. Dept.). 


ANTS - NEW MEXICO - Unspecified species very numerous and becoming a nuisance in 
homes in Las Cruces area, Dona Ana County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 
STORED-—PRODUCT INSECTS 


LARDER BEETLE (Dermestes lardarius) -— NORTH DAKOTA - A heavy population in Benson 
County, infesting grain screenings. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 


DERMESTIDS (Trogoderma spp.) - IDAHO - T. parabile infesting farm grain in Weiser 
storage bin, (Hackler). IOWA - Large numbers of T. glabrum appeared again in 
shelled corn bins in 26 counties. (Iowa Ins. Inf., July 16). 


BENEFICIAL INSECTS 
LADY BEETLES - IDAHO - Adult numbers of unspecified species increasing, but, along 


with other predators, have not contained pea aphid population increase in southern 
portion of State. (Gibson, Waters). WYOMING - Adults of unspecified species per 


100 sweeps in Park and Big Horn Counties averaged 59 in alfalfa, 22 in sugar beets, 


19 in beans and 8 in corn, (Fullerton). NORTH DAKOTA - Adults and larvae of 
unspecified species present wherever aphids observed. Aphid populations being 
kept down in many instances. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - Hippodamia spp. 
populations medium to heavy in cotton and alfalfa throughout State. Assisting 

in keeping aphids in check in many areas. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). OKLAHOMA - Light 
to medium larval and adult numbers of various species active in all crops checked,

LACEWINGS - NEVADA - Chrysopa spp. populations heavy in Pahrump Valley cotton 
fields, Nye County. (Bechtel, Parker, Slater). IDAHO - Numbers of adults of 
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Chrysopa spp. increasing; however, have not been able to contain pea aphid 
population increase in southern area, along with other predators. (Gibson, 
Waters). NORTH DAKOTA —- Adults and larvae of unspecified species present wherever 
aphids observed. Aphid populations being controlled in many instances. (NigeDe 
Ins. Sur.). OKLAHOMA - Light larval and adult populations of Chrysopa spp. noted 
in alfalfa throughout east central and west central areas; also active in cotton 
in southwest. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - Unspecified species abundant in 
cotton and alfalfa in southern counties. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


DAMSEL BUGS -— NEW MEXICO - Nabis spp. active in cotton and alfalfa in southern 
counties. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). NEVADA - Nabis spp. heavy in cotton fields in 
Pahrump Valley, Nye County. (Bechtel, Parker, Slater). IDAHO - Adults of 
unspecified species increasing; but unable to contain increase of pea aphid in 
combination with other predator species in southern area. (Gibson, Waters). 
WYOMING - Nabis spp. adults per 100 sweeps averaged 20 in alfalfa, 15 in sugar 
beets and 10 in beans in Park and Big Horn Counties. (Fullerton). SOUTH DAKOTA - 
Unspecified species ranged 1-20 per 10 sweeps. (Hintz). 


BIG-EYED BUGS (Geocoris spp.) - NEVADA - Populations heavy in cotton in Pahrump 
Valley, Nye County. (Bechtel, Parker, Slater). IDAHO - Adult numbers increasing, 
but in combination with other predators, have not contained pea aphid population 
increase in southern part of State. (Gibson, Waters). 


MINUTE PIRATE BUGS - NEVADA - Unspecified species heavy in cotton fields in 
Pahrump Valley, Nye County. (Bechtel, Parker, Slater). IDAHO - Adult numbers 
increasing; however, in combination with other predators, unable to contain 
increase of pea aphid in southern area. (Gibson, Waters). 


FLOWER FLIES — NORTH DAKOTA —- Larvae of unspecified species active in several 
fields. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). IDAHO —- Number of adults increasing, but not 
containing pea aphid population increase in southern part of State, in combination 
with other predator species. (Gibson, Waters). 


ALKALI BEE (Nomia melanderi) - NEVADA - Pupation of first summer brood in artifical 
bee beds occurring in Pahrump Valley, Nye County. (Hafen). 


A LEAFCUTTING BEE (Megachile rotundata) - IDAHO - First emergence of second- 
generation adults occurred July 17; overwintering adults still emerging in large 
numbers. This long, continued emergence possibly result of unseasonably cool 
weather so far this year. (Waters). 


MISCELLANEOUS INSECTS 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - CALIFORNIA - Nearly 6,000 traps in service 
in project area of Placer, Sacramento and Yolo Counties. Visual inspection also 
intensified with some 50,000 property inspections made to July 20; no further 
evidence of beetle reported since June 18, Trap losses continue high, Treatment 
activity continues; fifth foliage application nearly completed in Sacramento, and 
Second and third applications underway in West Sacramento, Yolo County. In latter 
area, crops treated include alfalfa, sugar beets, tomatoes and walnuts. Farmers 
welcoming work as it provides additional safeguards against number of additional 
pests of these crops. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). OREGON - Traps have been in place at 
air terminals handling traffic from infested areas since June 6. Traps also being 
Operated at State parks and roadside rest areas where increased highway traffic 
poses threat of introduction. (Larson). OKLAHOMA ~- Traps checked in Lincoln, 
Haskell, Muskogee and Oklahoma Counties, but no suspicious specimens collected, 
fOkla.-.Coop. Sur.). 


‘WHITE-FRINGED BEETLES (Graphognathus spp.) - OKLAHOMA - Inspection in Latimer, 


Le Flore and Pittsburg Counties negative. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 
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WHITE-LINED SPHINX (Celerio lineata) - IDAHO - Larvae feeding on prostrate knotweed 
(Polygonum aviculare) in Bear Lake and Butte Counties. (Johnson, Samson). 


A MEALYBUG (Phenacoccus colemani) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy populations occurred under 
stones in Alturas area, Modoc County; being attended by an ant, Formica subpolita 


camponoticeps. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


CICADA KILLER (Sphecius speciosus) - KANSAS - Reported on numerous occasions 
during week July 9-13 in Finney County, southwest. (DePew).

HAWAIIAN INSECT NOTES 


The following reports were submitted by the Hawaiian Entomological Society and 
were abstracted from the "Notes and Exhibitions" in the minutes of the May 14 
and June 13, 1962, meetings. 


A SPIDER (Gasteracantha cancriformis) was found established in a pineapple field 
of Grove Farm Plantation on April 18; first record for island of Kauai. SOUTHERN 
GREEN STINK BUG (Nezara viridula) eggs and nymphs found on Malva plants at Times 
Supermarket, northwest corner of Waialae-Kahala district during last of April; 
adults also found on ripe strawberry guava and on tender shoots of lime trees 
near shoreline of Diamond Head, but did not reproduce on these hosts. A THRIPS 
(Parthenothrips dracaenae) found seriously injuring leaves of two potted false- 
panax (Nothopanax Sp.) plants in lower Manoa Valley on May 2; apparently only 
third time species reported in State. (F. A. Bianchi). 


COWPEA APHID (Aphis craccivora) found on pigeon peas at Waipio, Oahu, during 
March. Det. by L. M. Russell. It appears that A. craccivora has been misiden- 
tified in Hawaii, and probably all records of A. medicaginis in Hawaiian 
literature should refer to A. craccivora. (J. W. Beardsley) 


A DUNG BEETLE (Canthon humectus) recovered for first time on island of Maui on 
April 12, 1962. This scarabaeid was introduced from Mexico by H. T. Osborn in 
1923 and the first recovery of it was made at Waikii, Hawaii, in 1947. (M. Chong). 


A FUNGUS WEEVIL (Araecerus levipennis) was collected on Leucaena glauca on Lanai, 
where it is widely established, although infestation was light. A NOCTUID 
(Catabena esula) was found established for first time on Kauai. (S. Au, June 13 
notes). 


A MIRID (Rhinacloa forticornis) recently appeared in Hawaii and appears well 
established. The first record consists of 2 specimens taken in a light trap 

on the Public Health Service Quarantine Station, Honolulu, Oahu, on April 30, 
1962. Since that time, 54 additional specimens have been taken in this light 
trap. On May 28, 3 specimens were noted in a light trap operated on Sand Island 
and 2 were taken in the trap at the Honolulu International Airport. One specimen 
was taken by sweeping of grass and weeds on the Quarantine Station. Det. by 

R. C. Froeschner. Two specimens of a BLOW FLY (Aldrichina grahami) were taken 
in a mosquito light trap operated at the U. S. Coast Guard Station on Sand 
Island, Oahu, on May 26, 1962. (R. Joyce). 
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
